Special Directions 

To Dealers in Moore's Non«Leakable Fountain Pens. 


THIS Pen is constructed upon entirely different 
principles from other Fountain Pens, and it is essential 
that our customers should understand them thoroughly 
to be able to handle them quickly and safely when 
showing them and explain the merits of the pens. 

Never start to unscrew the cap without holding 
the cap end the highest, thus allowing the ink to settle 
back to the lower end of the barrel, as when the cap is 
removed the ink can be easily spilled out before the 
pen is turned out, which closes the end of nozzle. 

A little cone in top of the cap, plugs the end of 
nozzle when cap is screwed on tight (see illustration 
on circular) . 

The little pin in the cap protects the pen from in- 
jury when cap is on. 

The pen should be drawn back into the barrel by 
the thimble instead of the cap, as the cap might pull 
off and the sudden jerk throw out ink. 

The pen will push out straight but it is better to 
give it a slight turn in or out as it runs easier and 
smoother. . 
^*In filling pen hold barrel at an angle instead of 
straight up, it fills more readily. 

Do not fill nearer than about half an inch of end 
of nozzle. . . 

If at any time a pen should flow too fast, it is be- 
cause it is nearly empty and should be filled. This, 
however, barely occurs. 


TO TAKE PEN TO PIECES. 

To take pen to pieces for repairs: Grasp the 
thimble in left hand and unscrew the Plug, then hold 
the feed bar with Pliers, and unscrew tip from that, 
being careful not to bruise the feed bar with the Pliers, 
then push the feed bar out of the nozzle end. 

If necessary to remove the gold pen from the feed 
bar, mark the little pen sleeve, so as to be sure to put 
it back on, exactly as it came ofl\ 

If new pen sleeve is put on, it must be turned 
down to fit the nozzle after pen and sleeve are pushed 
on to the feed bar To put in new corking: With 
knife blade, unscrew the little wheel in lower end of 
barrel, and pull the feed bar out the lower end, if pos- 
sible. If this cannot readily be done, remove the feed 
bar out the nozzle end, and twist out the old cork with 
knife blade or any instrument, leaving the hard rubber 
wheel in the barrel. Insert the soft rubber washer, 
then the new cork packing and put the pen together. 

Pliers for this special work furnished at #1.00 
each. 

Never leave pen on desk open. Keep cap screwed 
on when not in use. 

Fluid inks are best for all Fountain Pens.

An Illinois bookseller and jeweler wrote under date 
of January 4, 1907: "I am well pleased with pens and 
the way they move. Put them up against any other 
pen and Moore's pen will go first." 

A Nebraska drug and stationery house, sending in 
an order under date of' September 17, 1907, said :

From a university town in Illinois a dealer in books, 
school supplies, etc., said in a letter dated September 
16, 1907: "The pens as a whole have proved very satis- 
factory and we wish to duplicate this order just as 
quickly as you can, consistent with best workmanship." 

A druggist and stationer in a Nebraska town, in 
sending an order on September 6, .1907, wrote as fol- 
lows: "Considering the size of the town, we are having 
fine success with the Moore pen." 

"The Moore Non-Leakable fountain pen, which 
you induced us to stock a few years ago," a Minnesota 
drug company wrote on August 25, 1906, "has proven 


to be the most satisfactory fountain pen ever offered 
for sale by us. We cheerfully recommend it to our 
customers to the exclusion of all others." 

On December 1, 1906, a dealer in North Dakota 
said: "Before putting in a stock of your pens I had 
made up my mind not to bother with fountain pens 
any more, as in showing pens to customers I would 
always soil and smear up my fingers, but it is different 
with this pen. Have sold out all except the two fancy 
ones. Would like to get exclusive agency for M 

A lady agent in Pennsylvania in a letter dated 
November 28, 1906, said: "I have over one hundred 
of your pens placed right here in this small town and 
every one giving best of satisfaction." 

A New Orleans musician in seeking to secure the? 
pen as a side line, said in his letter of February 4, 1907: 
"I write this letter as an unsolicited endorsement of 
Moore's Non-Leakable pen, which I have used con- 
stantly for nearly three years. I have never had any 
trouble with it." 


A New Orleans lawyer wrote under date of Octo- 
ber 19, 1906: " I have been using one of your Moore's 
Non-Leakable fountain pens for more than two years. 
It has given perfect satisfaction and is so far superior 
to any other pen that I know that if I could not obtain 
a 'Moore/ I would do without a fountain pen." 

A Pittsburg user wrote on July 6, 1907: "I have 
had a Moore pen ever since they appeared on the 
market in 1904 and they are so far superior to every 
other kind that there is simply no comparison between 
them." 

Under date of May 25, 1907, a Philadelphia attor- 
ney wrote: "Some time ago I purchased one of your 
'Moore's Non-Leakable Fountain Pens/ at the sugges- 
tion of a friend, and after using it constantly and con- 
siderably since that time, I have been convinced that 
it is a pen worthy of atl you claim for it; and, therefore, 
I take this opportunity of expressing to your company 
my highest recommendation. The pen has many 
good qualities and I frankly say that I have never 
written with a more easy flowing pen, and I have used 
all sorts already." 

In the original letter it is quite evident that it is a 
Yale man, who wrote as follows under date of January 
1, 1907, about a Moore pen, which he had bought at a 
jeweler's in his home town in Ohio: "As to the Moore 
pen itself I have only praise. Its efficiency was a sur- 
prise to me. No other pen is comparable to it and I 
have used all the best makes." 

An Illinois physician wrote on January 7, 1907:

owned since 1894 — all standard makes — the Moore's 
Non-Leakable has been most satisfactory and I wouldn't 
give this old one for five of the other new ones. My 
wife insisted on my getting along without carrying a 
fountain pen on account of the ink spots in my vests, 
shirts, on suspenders, underwear, etc., but she has said 
nothing about that since June, 1905, when I received 
my Moore's." 

A dentist in Wisconsin wrote under date of April 
15, 1907, as follows: "I will say that I like your pen 
better than any other I have used, and I have used both 
the Parker and the Waterman." 

The pastor of a prominent church in New York 
City wrote under date of September 21, 1907: "I am 
more than pleased with it and find it gives better satis- 
faction than any other make I have used." 

A New Hampshire life insurance agent, after stat- 
ing in his letter, dated October 26, 1906, that he bought 
his Moore pen of the White River Paper Company, at 
White River Junction, Vt., continued: "During the 
past seventeen years I have had quite an experience 
with fountain pens and I must say that this is the best 
pen I ever used and I would not take $10 for it if I 
could not get another one like it." 

The manager of the jewelry department in a de- 
partment store in a small city in New York state, 
wrote under date of November 26, 1906: "There is now 
a demand for the pens. It is easy to sell them. It is 
the only pen I sell; it is the only pen I care to sell. It 
makes me very little trouble."
